Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is argued that Shibata's teaching of a terminal 
meeting the claim limitation of a bond pad has not been substantiated. 

Please note that a terminal is a bond pad and a bond pad is a terminal. A bond pad is an area on a chip or substrate to which a 
wire or solder ball is attached to enable electrical connection of the chip or substrate to another chip or substrate. The terminal of Shibata 
meets the definition of a bond pad. 

Also, it is argued that the conductive particles comprise metal with an insulating layer of Kaneda can not be combined with 
Shibata because Kaneda teaches using heat conductive bonding while Shibata uses ultrasonic bonding. Please note that the method 
used for bond is unimportant. Shibata doesn't teach any importance or limiting factor to the bonding method, therefore it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use any known equivalent bonding method. The substitution of one known equivalent 
technique for another may be obvious even if the prior art does not expressly suggest the substitution (Ex parte Novak 16 USPQ 2d 2041 
(BPAI 1989); In re Mostovych 144 USPQ 38 (CCPA 1964); In re Leshin 125 USPQ 416 (CCPA 1960); Graver Tank & Manufacturing Co. 
V. Linde Air Products Co. 85 USPQ 328 (USSC 1950). Also, note that applicant is reading process limitations into a product claim. The 
rejection shows that conductive particles comprise metal with an insulating layer is known to skilled artisans.
